806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus may be used in a different process. For example, 
the frame apparatus may be applied directly onto the mirror edges without using a 
removable guide structure. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
